Mr. Howard I be- 
lieve to be the best political leader writer in 
this country. Hecould say more in half a 
column than most editorial writers get into 
ten columns, his language being exceedingly 
terse ap:l vigorous.

He is a noble, whole-souled 
ventleman. Mr. Carpenter was the original 
propricior of the Gazette, and at times con- 
ducted it single-handed.
